According to the report of J. C. Head, Esq., the Library 
should now now contain six thousand volumes. Immediately ' 


after the publication of the report above referred to, a Joint. 


Committee was appointed for the purpose of ascertaining the 
condition of the Library at that time. The Committee reported 
that they found only 4,781 volumes in the Library, and that 115 
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: volumes were out, as shown by the Librarian's books, leaving 
- 1,104 volumes not accounted for. 
The Library now contains 4,904 volumes, eight of which 
: have been received since January 25th, 1864. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.
